Democratic  leaders  fear  the 
repeal  attempt  could 
jeopardize  the  entire 
tax-reduction  bill.

According  to  Knudson,  the  purpose  in 
selling  the  tickets  was  to  raise  money  for  his 
campaign.  This,  according  to  the  attorney 
general,  is  not  a  campaign  violation. 

The  summary  statement  presented  by 
Berrett  stated  that  the  prosecution  was  not 
protesting  the  fact  that  posters  were  put  up 
before  the  nomination,  nor  even  the 
debating  as  to  whether  Knudson  would 
announce  his  candidacy  at  the  dance  for 
which  he  sold  tickets.  The  point  in 
consideration  was  the  fact  no  candidate  can 
campaign  after  7  p.m.  on  Monday  nights, 
and  the  fact  that  using  the  stickers  which 
said,  “Wolfman  Can,”  could  be  used  as  a 
gimmick  to  reach  voter  identification. 

The  defense,  represented  by  Dennis 
Fowler,  Knudson’s  running  partner,  said 
“the  whole  intent,  of  selling  the  tickets 
door-to-door  was  to  make  money  for  their 
campaign,  not  to  solicit  votes.” 

The  elections  committee  deliberated  on 
the  issue  five  minutes,  then  said  Knudson 
was  innocent. 


How  much  this  year’s 
increase  will  amount  to  will 
be  determined  in  large  part 
by  contracts  with  postal 
unions  scheduled  to  be  signed 
this  summer. 

A  complicating  factor  in 
the  contract  negotiations  is  a 
threat  by  the  letter  carriers 
union  to  strike  if  a 
controversial  delivery  system 
is  put  into  effect. 

The  union  contends  the 
system,  developed  to  measure 
individual  carriers’ 
performance  so  that  more 
efficient  routes  can  be 
established,  would  eliminate 
15,000  jobs. 

Bailar,  who  became 
postmaster  general  Feb.  16, 
said  the  Postal  Service  is 
continuing  to  test  the  system 
and  a  decision  has  not  been 
made  on  whether  to  carry  it 
out. 

“I  think  it  is  very 
important  that  we  avoid  a 
postal  strike.  It  would  be 
damaging  to  the  public’s 
confidence  in  their 
government  and  the  Postal 
Service  and  it  would  be  very 
damaging  to  the  economy,” 
he  said. 

But  Bailar  said  the 
system  would  be 
implemented  if  it  would 
make  service  more  efficient, 
despite  the  strike  threat. 

“If  it  would  result  in  the 
elimination  of  a  number  of 
jobs  but  maintain  good  postal 
service  for  the  American 
public  then  I  think  we’d  have 
an  obligation  to  implement 
it,”  he  said.

Tuition  payments, 
Harward  said,  may  either  by 
mailed  in  or  dropped  in  any 
of  the  drop-boxes  around 
campus.

State  and  local  agencies  are 
seeking  federal  funds  to 
establish  a  girls’  group  home 
and  adolescent  day  school  in 
Provo. 

Officials  say  the  proposed 
school  would  provide 
specialized  services  for  about 
250  problem  children  in  Utah 
County  schools. 

The  Utah  Division  of 
Family  Services,  Timpanogos 
Mental  Health  Center  and  the 
Provo,  Nebo  and  Alpine 
School  Districts  have  applied 
for  a  $100,000  federal  grant 
to  build  the  school,  with  the 
state  matching  another 
$90,000  in  funds  for  the 
group’  home,  according  to 
Dr.  Farrell  Lewis, 
administrative  director  of  the 
Mental  Health  Center.  The 
request  for  the  funds  will  be 
submitted  March  1  to  the 
National  Institute  of  Mental 
Health,  under  the 
Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare. 

“This  is  the  first  time  in  the 
nation  so  many  agencies  have 
been  involved  in  such  a 


program,”  said  Dr.  Lewis. 

Under  a  legal  agreement 
between  the  various  agencies, 
the  mental  health  center  will 
provide  mental  health 
treatment  and  maintain  the 
school.  The  school  districts 
will  provide  teachers  and 
other  educational  resources. 

The  Division  of  Family 
Services— primarily  involved 
with  the  girls’  group 
home-will  supply  social 
workers  for  the  day  school  if 
one  of  the  girls  in  the  home  is 
involved  with  the  school. 

The  day  school  will  be  built 
to  accommodate  30  children 
between  the  ages  of  13-17 
who  are  not  having  a 
successful  experience  in 
school,  said  Dr.  Lewis. 

The  two  types  of  children 
the  program  is  designed  to  aid 
are  the  quiet,  shy,  extremely 
withdrawn  child  and  the 
socially  disruptive,  extremely 
belligerent  child,  he  said. 

“Of  19,000  children  in 
Utah  County  in  grades  7-12, 
slightly  more  than  1.3  per 
cent,  or  250  students,  are 
assessed  by  their  school’s 
staff  as  needing  services 
currently  not  available,”  said 


Dr.  Lewis.  He  said  he  expects 
the  day  school  to  begin  to  fill 
this  need. 

The  proposed  girls’  group 
home,  in  addition  to  those 
currently  operating  in  Ogden 
and  Price,  will  “provide  an 
alternative  to  the  State 
Industrial  School,”  said  John 
Anderson,  assistant  director 
of  the  Division  of  Family 
Services  in  Provo. 

The  group  home  will  follow 
the  concept  of  the 
therapeutic  community  with 
resident  girls  usually  being 
potential  drop-outs,  or  girls 
who  have  had  some 
encounter  with  the  juvenile 
court  for  a  non-criminal 
offense,  said  Mrs.  Lee  G. 
Nelson,  RN,  MS,  Chief  of 
Childrens’  Services  in  the 
state  Mental  Health  Division. 

Under  the  therapeutic 
community  concept,  the  girls 
in  residence  at  the  home  will 
help  govern  themselves.  The 
girls  may  decide,  for  example, 
who  needs  disciplinary 
action,  said  Mrs.  Nelson. 

Not  all  the  girls  in  the 
group  home  will  be  attending 
the  day  school,  according  to 


Mrs.  Nelson.  Some  will  attend 
their  regular  schools. 

The  importance  of 
education  as  part  of  the 
treatment  process  is  one  for 
building  the  two  facilities  so 
close  together,  said  Mrs. 
Nelson. 

Residence  at  the  home, 
which  will  serve  eight  girls,  is 
planned  as  short-term,  from 
six  months  to  a  year,  said 
Anderson.  “It  will  be  a  place 
where  they  can  get  everything 
pulled  together  and  then  go 
on  home.” 

Anderson  said  the  Division 
of  Family  Services  is 
submitting  a  request  for 
$105,000  from  the  Law 
Enforcement  Planning 
Agency  (LEPA)  for  operating 
funds  for  the  home. 

Plans  call  for  building  the 
two  facilities  on  the  same 
property  currently  occupied 
by  the  Timpanogos  Mental 
Health  Center.  The  proposed 
site  is  on  state  property 
adjacent  to  300  North  and 
1 100  East  in  Provo. 

The  two  facilities  are 
expected  to  be  built  by  Sept. 
1,  and  operative  by  Oct.  1, 
said  Dr.  Lewis. 


House  defeats 
helmet  statute 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)-Acting  in  apparent  anger 
against  federal  “dictates”  the  Utah  House  of 
Representatives  voted  63-7  Monday  to  repeal  the  law 
requiring  motorcyclists  to  wear  helmets. 

If  the  Senate  and  Gov.  Calvin  Rampton  concur  with 
Monday’s  House  action,  motorcyclists  would  no  longer  be 
required  to  wear  helmets  at  any  time.  Eye  protection  still 
would  be  required  for  motorcyclists  on  roads  with  speed 
limits  of  more  than  35  miles  per  hour. 

However,  national  safety  standards  require  helmets,  and 
noncompliance  generally  means  loss  of  federal  highway 
dollars  for  the  state.  Rep.  T.  Quentin  Cannon,  R-Salt  Lake, 
said  the  state  could  lose  $5  million  by  repealing  the  helmet 
law. 

Monday’s  vote  was  greeted  with  enthusiasm  from 
members  of  motorcycle  clubs  attending  the  House  session. 

State  report 

Although  the  House  acted  after  receiving  a  state  report 
suggesting  that  helmets  contribute  little  to  motorcyclist 
safety,  the  brief  discussion  on  the  bill  seemed  to  indicate 
the  vote  was  less  on  grounds  of  safety  than  anger  with  the 
federal  government. 

The  U.S.  Secretary  of  Transportation’s  national  highway 
safety  standards  requires  states  to  have  laws  which 
mandate  wearing  of  helmets  by  cyclists  at  all  speeds. 
Utah’s  law  already  deviates  in  that  it  requires  helmets  only 
on  roads  with  speed  limits  above  35  miles  per  hour. 

Last  summer,  the  Utah  Highway  Safety  Division 
investigated  motorcycle  crashes.  Among  17  conclusions 
were  those  which  read: 

-Helmets  do  not  significantly  affect  head  injury 
severity. 

—Helmets  were  not  found  to  be  effective  at  thevarious 
levels  of  impact  speed. 

—Motorcycle  crash  injuries  involving  severe  head  injuries 
are  also  likely  to  involve  sever  injuries  to  other  parts  of  the 
body.  Fifty-six  per  cent  of  the  motorycycle  crashes  involve 
trunk  injury.  Thirty-four  per  cent  involve  head  injuries. 

Reduce  injuries 

-If  all  head  injuires  were  eliminated  in  motorcycle 
crashes,  this  would  reduce  injuries  due  to  all  crashes  by  at 
most  one  per  cent. 

Utah  has  requested  a  two-year  waiver  from  complying 
with  the  helmet  rule  standard  on  the  basis  of  the  study. 

Rep.  Ennis  Starr,  D-Salt  Lake,  said  his  aim  in  sponsoring 
the  bill  was  to  “speak  against  the  George  the  Third  attitude 
of  the  Secretary  of  Transportation.  We  should  not  bow  to 
the  dictates  of  another  autocrat,”  he  said. 

William  Coleman  has  been  nominated  to  succeed  Clause 
S.  Brinegar  as  secretary  of  transportation. 

Rep.  David  Irvine,  R-Bountiful,  said  the  federal 
requirement  is  arbitrary  and  unsupportable  by  facts. 

The  president  of  the  Barons  motorcycle  club,  who  goes 
only  by  the  name  of  “Teach,”  said  following  the  House 
vote,  “I  hope  this  starts  a  trend  in  other  states.”

Former  BYU  Pres.  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson  resigned  Monday  as 
Utah’s  Republican  national  committeeman. 

The  former  executive  said  his  prior  commitment  to 
compiling  BYU’s  centennial  history  prevents  him  from  giving 
necessary  time  to  his  national  committee  work. 

He  also  mentioned  health  reasons  for  his  resignation,  but 
said  they  weren’t  serious  ones. 

Utah’s  Republican  central  committee  will  meet  in  April  to 
select  a  replacement  for  Wilkinson,  whose  term  was  to  have 
ended  next  year. 

The  resignation  will  be  effective  when  a  successor  is 
appointed. 

Wilkinson  said  the  centennial  history,  “a  massive  project,” 
is  approaching  completion.  “We’re  trying  for  October,”  he 
said. 

The  four  volumes  of  the  history  will  include  a 
three-volume  set  and  a  single-volume  “popular  history.”

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Indian  governor  speaks  at  Y 


The  governor  of  San 
Ildefonso  Pueblo,  located  on 
the  Rio  Grande  River,  near 
Los  Alamos,  N.M.  spoke  of 
his  responsibility  of  meeting 
the  needs  of  the  area’s  439 
residents. 

Gov.  Martin  Aguilar  said 
Monday  to  a  group  of  100 
BYU  Indian  students  that  his 
job  is  a  24-hour  responsibility 
and  he  gets  little  rest. 

He  must  see  that  the 
programs  of  the  14-member 
tribal  council  are  operating 
smoothly.  Among  these 
programs  are  education, 
consumer,  law  and  order  and 
safety  committees. 

One  of  his  concerns  right 


now  is  the  water-right  lawsuit 
the  whites  and  Indians  are 
involved  in.  Aguilar  said  the 
conflict  started  eight  years 
ago,  but  went  to  court  last 
year. 

Aguilar  says  the  Indians 
were  given  the  land  and  water 
first  by  God  and  the  whites 
actually  have  no  claim  to  it. 

Aguilar  said  many  lands 
were  taken  away  by  the 
federal  government  in  the 
1900s.  Aguilar  said,  “We 
must  stand  on  our  own  two 
feet  to  get  back  what  really 
belongs  to  us  in  the  first 
place.” 


Aguilar  said  he  feels  that 
the  Indian  culture  comes  first 
and  education  is  next  to  that. 
He  stressed  the  importance  of 
staying  in  college. 

“Education  will  better  the 
reservations  and  better 
yourself,”  said  Aguilar. 

Aguilar  is  not  LDS,  but  he 
believes  in  the  power  of 
prayer.  “Get  help  from  God 
and  Christ  in  prayer,  and  ask 
for  help  in  understanding,” 
said  Aguilar. 

Aguilar  said  the  BYU 
program,  Institute  of 
American  Indian  Services  and 
Research,  has  helped  the 


pueblo  tremendously.  He  said 
farming  has  increased  in  the 
new  Mexican  pueblo  99  per 
cent  since  the  program 
started. 

“We  couldn’t  get  the 
bureau  of  Indian  Affairs  to 
assist  us  or  the  road 
departments,  but  we  no 
longer  have  to  ask  them  for 
help,”  said  Aguilar. 


The  BYU  program  assists  8 
tribes  and  has  71  different 
programs. 


Aguilar’s  term  as  governor 
lasts  two  years.  He  is  in  his 
second  year  of  office.  When 
his  term  ends  he  will  assist 
the  council  in  selecting  a  new 
governor  to  serve  the  San 
Ildefonso  Pueblo.

Choir  part  of  Indian  Week  activ  i

All  Indian  Music  is  not  traditional,  but  is  a 
moving,  growing,  living  art  form,  according 
to  John  C.  Rainer,  Jr.,  of  the  Indian 
Education  Department. 

“I  think  it  has  much  to  contribute  to 
today’s  music,”  he  said. 

Rainer  is  adviser  to  45  Indian  students 
who  have  formed  themselves  into  what  is 
unofficially  known  as  “Brother  Rainer’s 
Indian  Choir.” 

The  choir  will  sing  in  the  program 
featuring  President  Kimball  today,  and  take 
part  in  the  “Song  of  the  People”  pageant 
which  began  Monday  and  continues  today  as 
part  of  Indian  Week  activities. 

The  class  in  “Lamanite  Self  Expression” 
was  started  last  semester  at  the  request  of 
the  students,  who  asked  Rainer,  who  has  a 
degree  in  music  theory,  to  be  their  adviser. 


Rainer  is  a  Pueblo  Indian  from  Taos,  N.M. 

The  songs  performed  by  the  choir  came 
from  all  Indian  nations,  such  as  the  Plains 
tribes,  the  Navajo,  Apache,  and  Athabascan 
tribes. 

Although  the  students  do  not  speak  all 
these  languages,  they  memorize  the  songs 
and  understand  their  meaning,  said  Rainer. 

They  use  a  traditional  Indian  flute,  gourd 
rattles,  a  drum,  and  a  piano  to  accompany 
themsleves. 

Rainer  said  he  hopes  to  “bring  awareness 
to  the  class  that  Indian  music  has  as  much 
validity  as  an  art  form  as  any  other  music. 
Many  times  Indian  students  seem  to  think 
that  their  music,  and  other  aspects  of  their 
culture,  are  not  as  valid  as  those  of  the 
dominant  culture.” 

Most  Indian  music  is  not  sing  with  words, 
but  with  “vocables,”  which  have  no  meaning 
in  themselves,  Rainer  explained,  while 
playing  tapes  of  Indian  elementary  school 


children  he  had  taught. 

The  choir  relies  on  its  members  to  supply 
new  material  because  “it  can  only  be  learned 
orally.  Indian  music  is  highly  stylized,  and 
cannot  be  written  down  if  you  want  to 
retain  its  Indian  flavor,”  Rainer  said. 

The  “Indian  grapevine”is  the  source  of  the 
new  material  for  the  choir,  said  Rainer. 

Popular  Indian  music  travels  throughout 
the  Indian  world  just  as  popular  Anglo  music 
is  destributed  by  the  commerical  networks, 
he  said. 

It  is  surprising  how  fast  a  popular  new 
song  can  traverse  the  continent  through  the 
“Indian  grapevine,”  he  said. 

Indian  people  are  more  cosmopolitan  than 
people  think.  For  instance,  a  Navajo  from 
Arizona  may  marry  a  Sioux  girl  from  the 
Midwest.  When  they  visit  her  family,  they 
learn  the  new  songs  from  that  area. 

Friends_,from  Canada  or  the  Northwest 
may  drop  in  when  they  get  home,  and  the

will  begin  with  open  house 


Athletic  performance 
appears  to  be  a  family  trait  in 
the  Pihl  family. 

Raimo  Pihl  is  a  member  of 
the  BYU  track  team  and  set 
an  NCAA  record  for  the 
decathlon  in  1973.  Saturday 
night,  his  wife  Helena  placed 
fifth  in  the  National  AAU 
women’s  pentathlon 
championships. 

The  meet  took  place  in 
Idaho  State’s  minidome.  In 
the  pentathlon,  women 
compete  in  five  events.  The 
winner  is  the  best  overall 
performer  in  all  events. 
Helena  Pihl’s  marks  for  the 
five  events  were:  7.9  seconds 
in  the  sixty  yard  hurdles, 
26.4  seconds  in  the  220-yard 
dash,  5  feet  4 Vi  inches  in  the 
high  jump,  5.40  meters  in  the 
long  jump  (about  17  feet  9 
inches),  and  10.19  meters  in 
the  shot  put  (about  33J4 
feet). 

Two  women  represented 
BYU  in  the  meet:  Mrs.  Pihl 
and  Leslie  Hamilton. 
However,  Miss  Hamilton 
withdrew  from  competition 
after  four  events. 

The  BYU  men’s  track  team 
was  also  present  at  the  meet,

The  distance  medley  relay 
team  failed  in  its  attempt  to 
break  the  world  record,  but 
was  able  to  run  the  second 
fastest  time  in  the  world  this 
year  at  9:49.1. 

No  official  score  was  kept, 
but  BYU  placed  in  more 
events  than  any  of  the  other 
eight  schools  represented. 
The  Cougars  had  four 
first-place  wins  out  of  a 
possible  10,  and  failed  to 
place  in  only  one  event,  the 
two-mile  relay.

In  Thursday  night’s  game, 
the  coeds  ran  Northern 
Arizona  out  of  the  gym.

The  first  half  was  a  tough 
one,  with  BYU  leading  at 
intermission  32-26. 
Throughout  the  half,  the 
coeds  repeatedly  stole  the 
ball  and  used  the  fast  break 
to  score.  New  Mexico  State

LAUSANNE,  Switzerland 
(AP)  -  The  International 
Olympic  Committee 
announced  firmly  Thursday 
night  that  the  1976  Summer 
Games:  will  go  on  in  Montreal 
as  planned,  with  only  minor 
modifications. 

Lord  Killanin,  president  of 
the  100,  told  a  news 
conference;  “On  the  evidence 
presented  to  us  today,  and 
with  the  good  will  and 
support  of  the  people  of 
Quebec  and  Montreal,  I  have 
no  doubt  that  the  Olympic 
buildings  will  be  completed  in 
ample  time  . .  .  and  the 
Olympic  Games  will  open  in 
Montreal  on  July  17,  1976.” 

Fears  that  the  Olympics 
would  be  reduced  in  size,  or 
even  transferred  elsewhere, 
were  dismissed  on  all  sides. 

The  over-all  budget  for  the 
Games,  put  at  $310  million 
only  last  October,  is  now 
around  $650  million  -  an 
increase  of  more  than  100  per 
cent  in  four  months. 

“Inflation,”  Killanin  said 
diplomatically.
